displaying the default home page in response to determining that the at

3. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 2 wherein the default home 
page is displayed in response to determining that there is not also 
indicated in the browser an alternate home page to display sa i d sch e du le r 
i nc l ud e s t i m e and day that sa i d d e fau l t hom e pag e i s acc e ss i b le. 

4. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 1 wherein said at least one 
predetermined condition d e t e rm i n i ng st e p includes compar i ng I P addr e ss 
of a comput e r syst e m displaying the home page w i th I P addr e ss of when a 
computer system hosting the default home page to d e t e rm i n e wh e th e r th e 
two comput e r syst e ms ar e is w i th i n th e sam e on a common network with a 
computer system displaying the default home page . 

5. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 4 wherein the computer system 
hosting the default home page and the computer system displaying the 
default home are determined to be on a common network by comparing 
Internet protocol (IP) address of the computer system hosting the default 
home page with the IP address of the computer system displaying the 
default home page i f th e two comput e r syst e ms ar e w i th i n th e sam e 
n e twork, th e d e fau l t hom e pag e i s d e t e rm i n e d to b e pr e s e nt l y acc e ss i b le

14. (Currently amended) The apparatus of Claim 1 1 wherein said at least one 
predetermined condition d e t e rm i n i ng — m e ans includes m e ans — for 
compar i ng I P addr e ss of a comput e r syst e m displaying the default home 
page w i th I P addr e ss of when a computer system hosting said default 
home page to d e t e rm i n e wh e th e r th e two comput e r syst e ms ar e is w i th i n 
th e sam e on a common network with a computer system displaying the 
default home page . 

15. (Currently amended) The apparatus of Claim 14 wherein the computer 
system hosting the default home page and the computer system

response to determining that there is indicated in the browser a default 
home page to display upon activation, whether there is also indicated in 
the browser an alternate home page to display, the alternate home page 
being configured to be displayed instead of the default home page based 
on at least one predetermined condition, to display the alternate home 
page in response to determining that the at least one predetermined 
condition is satisfied when there is also indicated in the browser an 
alternate home page to display, and to display the default home page in 
response to determining that the at least one predetermined condition is 
not satisfied when there is also indicated in the browser an alternate home 
page to display and i f th e d e fau l t hom e pag e i s pr e s e nt l y acc e ss i b le , for 
acc e ss i ng th e d e fau l t hom e pag e to down l oad and d i sp l ay data 
r e pr e s e nt i ng th e d e fau l t hom e pag e and i f th e d e fau l t hom e pag e i s not 
pr e s e nt l y acc e ss i b le , for acc e ss i ng an a l t e rnat e hom e pag e to down l oad 
and d i sp l ay data r e pr e s e nt i ng th e a l t e rnat e hom e pag e. 

17. (Currently amended) The computer system of Claim 17 wherein said at 
least one predetermined condition includes d e t e rm i n i ng wh e th e r a d e fau l t 
hom e pag e i s acc e ss i b le i nc l ud e s us i ng time and day indicated in a 
scheduler that the alternate home page is to be displayed instead of the 
default home page . 
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18. (Currently amended) The computer system of Claim 17 wherein the 
default home page is displayed in response to determining that there is 
not also indicated in the browser an alternate home page to display sa4d 
sch e du le r i nc l ud e s t i m e and day that sa i d d e fau l t hom e pag e i s 
acc e ss i b le. 

19. (Currently amended) The computer system of Claim 16 wherein the at 
least one predetermined condition d e t e rm i n i ng wh e th e r th e d e fau l t hom e 
pag e i s acc e ss i b le includes compar i ng I P addr e ss of a comput e r syst e m 
displaying the default home page w i th I P addr e ss of when a computer 
system hosting said default home page to d e t e rm i n e wh e th e r th e two 
comput e r syst e ms ar e is w i th i n th e sam e on a common network with a 
computer system displaying the default home page . 

20. (Currently amended) The computer system of Claim 19 wherein the 
computer system hosting the default home page and the computer system 
displaying the default home are determined to be on a common network 
by comparing Internet protocol (IP) address of the computer system 
hosting the default home page with the IP address of the computer system 
displaying the default home page i f th e two comput e r syst e ms ar e w i th i n 
th e sam e n e twork, th e d e fau l t hom e pag e i s d e t e rm i n e d to b e pr e s e nt l y 
acc e ss i b le and i f th e y ar e not w i th i n th e sam e n e twork, th e d e fau l t hom e 
page i s dotorm i nod to bo present l y i naccess i b l e . 
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
